RAILWAYS. China. The “Journal of Commerce 
says: The Compagnie Francaise de Chemins de Fer d: 
VIndo-Chine et du Yunnan is the title of a company re 
cently formed by a syndicate of Parisian bankers for the 
purpose of constructing railroads in the Far East The 
railway upon which the concession is based will have a 
total length of 52S miles, of which 23S miles will be situ 
ated in Tonquin and 2%) miles in China It is provided 
by the concession that the section on Chinese territory 
shall be constructed and worked by the company, while 
that in Tonquin will be built by the Colony, and its 
operation entrusted to the company. The share capital of 
the company amounts to $2,500,000, of which only $1,500, 
000 is required for the time being. In addition to this, 
the Colony grants a subsidy of $2,500,000, and the French 
government over $15,000,000 in the form of an annuity, 
so that the funds at the disposal of the company will 
amount to upward of $20,000,000. It is expected that this 
sum will be ample for the construction and equipment of 
the Chinese section of the railway, which is to be built by 
a construction company specially formed for the purpose 

RAILWAYS.—Turkey.—A railway is reported planned 
connecting Damascus with the Holy Places of Isi!am. The 
Damascus-Biredjik projected railway comes within 40 
miles of the projected Bagdad Ry. at Urfa, and this is the 
point at which a junction may be effected The Bagdad 
route is net yet settled. The route to be followed by the 
Hedjez Ry. is the ordinary caravan route, and it is 
proverbial in that part of the world that a camel irack 
is the best line for a railway to fullow, the reason being 
that as camels are practically useless in hilly country 
the line followed by caravans is pretty sure to have none 
but easy gradients. The estimated cost of the road is not 
far short of $40,000,000. Contracts for rails have been 
placed with a Belgium firm after having been allotted to 
the Carnegie Steel Co. and abandoned by them. From 
Konia a concession is said to have been promised to a 
German group of capitalists for a line through Adana, 
Marash, Urfa, Mardin and Mossul to Bagdad, and thence 
down the valley of the Euphrates to the Persian Gulf 
This is the much-talked-of Bagdad Ry. The line will 
cost the sum of $100,000,000 to build. the sum required 
for the payment of interest will be $10,000,000 per annum 
The Bagdad scheme includes the construction of a short 
line from Adana to Youmourtalik on the western shore 
of the Gulf of Alexandretta, and this invades the terri 
tory of the (French) Mersina-Adana Ry., a short line of 
67 kilome. in length. The company is French. A con- 
cession is stated to have been granted some time ago to a 
Belgium financier for the construction of a line connect 
ing Sivas with the seat at Samsun. The former place is 
stated to be the center of a large grain-producing dls- 
trict and at present the bulk of the produce of Yozgat 
and the neighborhood is conveyed by road. 


RAILWAY.—Mexico.—Advices from Mexico state that 
American capitalists have secured a concession for the 
construction of a railway to run from San Geronimo, on 
the National Tehuantepec Ry., in the State of Oaxaca, to 
the frontier of Guatemala, southward of Tapaehula, Mex., 
to be known as the Pan-American Ry., the concessionaire 
company to be known as the Pan-American Ry.

The 
initial road will be about 500 kilometers in length, with 
a branch to Tuxla Gutierrez, the capital of the State of 
Chiapas, and will follow the foot hills of the west coast 
to that state. Although the line of railway granted andet 
the concession just issued to the Everett Syndicate com 
prises especially the railway from the Isthmus of Tehuan 
tepec to Guatemala, the project of the Pan-American Co 
comprises the organization of a continuous railway con- 
necting from the United States to Mexico, Central Amer- 
ica and down to South America, as indicated by the com- 
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pany’s title, availing itself, where it can, of existing 
roads and, where necessary, building. The concession 
carries a federal subsidy of $12,000 per kilometer, and to 
this subsidies from the States of Chiapas and Oaxaca 
will, it is sald, be added in due course.
